The proposed paving of the streets 
of G ettysburg is indefinitely jxjstponed 
by a com plication which has arisen in 
view of tne fact that the borough does 
not own Baltim ore and C ham bersburg 
streets, and th at the 
G ettysburg and 
Petersburg Turnpike Company, which 
does hold the title, is now negotiating 
w ith the Stale H ighw ay D epartm ent 
for th e sale of their property. 


The town has never acquired from 
the company the title to the two streets 
above mentioned and the com pany pays 
an annual sum for the up keep of these 
streets. 
As the first square on C h am ­ 
bersburg and the first square on Balti 
more street were two of the blocks for 
which paving 
was 
provided 
in the 
ordinance presented to council the e n ­ 
tire m utter is beld up and 
no action 
is probable for this year. 


M atters are further com plicated by 
the desire of the state to acquire the 
roads ow ned by the turnpike company. 
When it was first discovered th a t they 
ow ned the two G ettysburg streets an 
effort was made hy”tbe town counci I jto 
acquire them 
and 
negotiations with 
that end in view were in progress. 


Now, however, the officials 
of the 
Gettysburg and 
Petersburg Company 
do not wish 
to 
do 
an y th in g which 
would affect the total price to be re 
ceived from the state for th e ir roads 
and it is feured that, if the G ettysburg 
streets were to be given 
over 
to the 
borough, this reduction in price wuul i 
follow. 


W hether or not the state w ill build 
roads in taroughs when they buy the 
streets, if they makeTSuch purchase, is 
not determ ined hut the present 
comp 
Tication is sure to give G ettysburg nu 
relief from the 
present condition of 
roads for come tim e 
to come. 
The 
fact that the turnpike officials are nego­ 
tiatin g with the H ighw ay D epartm ent 
for the sale of their roads 
means but 
little so far as an early consum m ation 
is concerned, for that particu lar de 
liartm ent of the state's governm ent bas 
dem onstrated its slow moving q u alities 
very thoroughly.

Boston, April 30.—The presidential 
preference primary election la being 
held in Massachusetts today aud the 
vote may prove to be decisive to the 
political aspi rat ions of President Taft 
or former President Roosevelt 
Bal­ 
loting in this city began at 6 o’clock 
this morning. 
Other cities and towns began vot­ 
ing later in the day, but it will be IO 
p. in. before the last ballot box will 
have closed and it is expected that it 
will be some hours afterward before 
any definite results are known. 
Owing to the complicated ballot and 
the absence of group voting, It Is ex­ 
pected that no definite result will be 
known until tomorrow, and that it 
will be a day or two later before the 
actual identity of the thirty-six dele­ 
gates to the Chicago and Baltimore 
conventions is known. 
This will be the first presidential 
preference primary ever held In Bay 
State, although the primary system for 
the selection of < andidates for the 
state offices was tried last fall 
All 
who voted at that election, are enroll­ 
ed as either Republicans or Democrat* 
in 353 cities and towns, and, unless 
they formally changed their party al­ 
legiance ninety days ago, they will 
be compelled to vote the same party's 
ticket. 
As the campaign has been one of 
the most strenuous that bas rocked 
the state for many years it is expect­ 
ed that 450,000 voters will go to th# 
polls. 
The presence of both President Taft 
and Colonel Roosevelt in the stat* 
during the dosing hours of the cam­ 
paign, the fact that they selected Mas­ 
sachusetts for their first personal po­ 
litical encounter, and comments from 
political 
writers 
outside the state, 
have Ixx-n taken as Indicating a pos­ 
sibility that Massachusetts may make 
or mar the political fortunes of the 
president or the colonel. 
Whether Senator l.aFollette will be 
a factor in determining the result on 
the Republican side, and whether the 
forces of Governor Wilson and Speak­

Every Republican voter to give full

The Democratic ticket is even more 
unusual. There are fifteen candidate*

Marconi Declares His Company Did 


Not Soak to Delay Messages of tho 


Titanic Disaster. 


Washington, April 30.—After a day 
of discussion intended to discover the 
needed reforms In the use of wireless 
telegraphy at aes, the senate commit­ 
tee investigating the Titanic disaster 
entered on the final stage of its in­ 
quiry. 
Guglialmo Marconi, inventor of the 
wireless telegraph; 
F. M. Sammls, 
chief engineer of the American Mar­ 
coni 
company; 
Wireless 
Operators 
Bride and Cottam; a passenger, Hugh 
Woolner, of England, and Fourth Of­ 
ficer Boxball, of 
the 
Titanic, were 
witnesses. 
Virtually all agreed that 
better regulations of wireless commu­ 
nication at sea was essential. 
It was made clear that the commit­ 
tee already had made up its mind to 
advocate legislation preventing wire­ 
less operators on shlplxvard from hold­ 
ing back details of disasters. Mr. Mar­ 
coni and Mr. Sam rn is both acknowl­ 
edged that a mistake had been made 
in sending 
messages to Bride and 
Cottam, ob board the C a rp a lia , not 
to give out anything until they had 
seen Marconi and Sammls ashore. 
Mr. Marconi had discovered after 
leaving Washington last week that he 
had sent a message to the operator 
of the steamship 
Carjxtthia 
urging 
him to send news of the disaster to 
the 
wireless 
station at Siasconset, 
Mass., or to vessels of 
the United 
Slates navy. He read copies of these 
messages and declared that when he 
was examined by the committtee be­ 
fore he had forgotten about that tues 
sage. 
Mr. Marconi also produced copies of 
many other messages which passed 
between the Marconi office and the 
C a r p a lia In an endeavor to get deft 
nit# Information of the wreck and the 
survivors 
Mr. Maroon! was excused 
by the committee In order that he 
might sail for England. 
F M. Sammls. chief engineer of the 
American Marconi company, also tea 
ti fled, explaining what had situated 
him in sending messages to Bride and 
Cot!ain, oierators of the Carpathla. to 
hold their tales for "four figures." He 
aah! he had made 
an 
arrangement 
wifli a New York newspaper for them 
to sell their !*»r*onal tales and had 
sent the messages to the "hoys” In 
forming them of that fact. 
Sammls 
declared that 
Bride and 
Cottam. operators on the Carpathla. 
should not he hlamed for not sending 
news of the ship 
"If there is any blume,” said Sam 
mis, "It should he upon the captain of 
the Carpathla The captain of a ship 
Is « ensor of all wireless messages sent 
from a ship 
The o|»erators are there 
to send and receive 
They send noth­ 
ing that the captain does not pass 
upon." 
Sammls said that American wireless 
operators on board ship receive $45 a 
month. The English operators get £4 
a month The senator lei Sammls Into | 
a lengthy dismission on the rate of 
ojierators' wages. 
Senator Smith demanded to know lf 
the witness did not believe It would 
have been more "creditaide" to him­ 
self and to his company if they re 
warded such heroism as was shown 
bv (Rterator Bride rather than by seal 
ing their lips to arrange for a “pit­ 
tance from a private source?" 
The 
witness replied that they were ‘ all 
doing the best they could." 
Harold Bride, surviving oj>erator of 
the Titanic, was recalled to the stand

York, the

Bride was first asked how miu h he 
received for selling the story of htf 
e\|»er1en(es on the wreck to a New 
York news|iaper, and he said he got

"When he went overboard from the 
bridge atxmt three minutes before I 
left the ship," said Bride 
"Did he have a life preserver on?" 
"I don t know 
I know he hadn t 
any on when we were working In the 
cabin Just before the ship sunk

didn’t have any on." said Bride. 
The Interchange of messages he 
tween the Titanic and the Caryatids 
were detailed again by Bride. He said 
the Carpathia was the first to an
